HUNG HIMSELF IN HIS SHOP.

William Schauman left his home at 1428 
North Thirteenth Sunday afternoon, telling 
his wife he was going to see a doctor. 

Mrs. Schauman prepared supper and 
waited patiently for her husband to return. 
When he had not put in an appearance at 
® o’clock she went out to search for him. 

She called on all the friends he might 
have visited, but could find no trace of 
him. Then she went home and after a 
sleepless night started out on her search 
again. 

She went to his place of employment at 
Gustav Koenig’s paint shop, 209 Morgan 
street, to see if he had reported for duty. 

She entered the office just in time to see 
Police Sergeant Lang cut the rope with 
which her husband had hanged himself. 

He was cold in death and had been for 
hours. 

The little room in which Schauman com- 
mitted suicide is in the rear of Anton 
Werth’s machine shop. It can be reached 
either through the machine shop or from 
+ Koenig’s paint shop in the rear. It is used 
by Mr. Koenig as an office. 

William Schurter, who works in the ma- 
chine shop, entered the shop at 7:30 Monday 
morning. Schauman is usually in Koenig’s 
office at that time, getting things in shape 
for the day. 

Schurter noticed no signs of life in the 
office. He knocked at the office door but 
received no reply. He went about his work 
again, but the quietness of the little office 
bothered him. 

At length he opened-the door. Schauman 
was in the office. His body was dangling 
limp and lifelesss from the end of a rope. 
‘An overturned stepladder lay on the floor 
at his feet. 

Schurter rushed out of the front door ito 
summon aid, As he did so he almost collided 
with Mrs. Schauman, who had come to in- 
quire after her husband. ’ 

In answer to her simple question, Schurter 
pointed with a horrified gesture to the open 
door of the. little office. Then, without a 
word, he ran up the street. 

Mrs. Schauman faltered at the door. Just 
as she hadi mustered up courage td enter, 
Sergt. Lang brushed past. 

She put her hands tos her eyes. When she 
uncovered them again and started toward 
the office, the sergeant was cutting the 
rope. 

Mrs. Schauman sank into a chair and hid 
her face in her hands. When her first burst 
of grief was over she told how her husband 
had left home Sunday afternoon. She said 
he had been suffering with heart trouble 
for two years, but had never tthreatened 
suicide. ‘ 

‘The body was removed to the Morgue. 

Gustav Koenig, the man’s employer, said: 

“Schauman was a good painter, and had 
worked for me ten years. He was peculiar, 
and talked to himself nearly all the time. 
He had steady employment, and was well 
fixed. He always carried a key to the 
office. He must have come in the back way 
Sunday night. I never heard him say any- 
thing about his troubles, except to complain 
of pains about his heart occasionally.’’ 

Schauman made elaborate preparations 
for his suicide. The rope was a new one, 
Which he had evidently purchased for the 
Purpose. He had used a step ladder to 
fix a screw eye in the ceiling to hold the 
rope. ‘Then he mounted the step ladder, 
tied the rope around his neck and kicked the 
ladder from under him. 

He left nothing to show why he killed 
himself. He leaves no children, Mrs. 
Schauman will take charge of the remains 
after the inquest.

John E. Love, Pierce Chouteau and Freder- 
ick Wiederholdt. 

When Mr. Holmes was selected fore- 
man he plead inexperience. “So much the 
better,” said Judge Zachritz. ‘The most 
inexperienced make the best foremen.” 

In his charge to thé Grand-Jury. Judge 
Zachritz called attention to the abuses 
which have sprung up in the Police Court 
and Court of Crimina} Correction. 

He said it was @ matter of common re- 
port that a gang of grafters infested these 
two courts who dealt in justice and sen- 
tences as so much merchandise, Judge 
Yachritz desired the Grand-Jury to sift 
the matter to the bottom and bring the 
offenders to justice.

HB 1S A DESHA. 


Preacher in Honolulu a Son of a Noto- 
rious Kentuckian, Related to 
the Breckinridges.

LEXINGTON, Ky., Feb. 1—Minister Wil- 
lis, who died recently in Honolulu, found 
that the most eloquent and popular native 
preacher in Honolulu is @ descendant of 
one of the noted families in Kentucky—the 
Deshas. This discovery brings to the sur- 
face one of the most sensational tragedies 
Kentucky has ever known. While Joseph 
Desha was Governor, from 1824 to 1828, Isaac 
H. Desha. his son, killed Jas. H. Baker and 
robbed him of $700. He was sentenced to be 
hanged. The father was bitter; but at 
last pardoned his son, who, it is supposed, 
went to South America and died. 

A few years after Desha was pardoned 
G. W. Crawford, a friend, took a flatboat 
load of produce to New Orleans. Near 
Vicksburg @ man threatened to kill him if 
he did not surrender his money. Crawford 
recognized Isaac Desha, who confessed that 
he had been an outlaw ever since leaving 
home. He promised to reform, went to 
New Orleans and was never heard of again. 

It seems that he went to the Sandwich 
Islands, married a Kanaka woman, and 
from this union sprang the eloquent half- 
breed preacher, who is, therefore, a cousin 
of the Breckinridges and several equally 
well known and aristocratic families,

MORE BANK NOTE MONEY. 

The people of this country have re- 
tained the impression that the financial 
policy of the Lincoln Administration was 
in its adaptation of means to ends the 
most splendid in the world’s history. That 
impression has been shared abroad, Such 
men as Mr. Gladstone, Lord John Rus- 
sell and Lord Palmerston, and Louis Na- 
poleon, a fine financier If a poor soldier, 
have voiced it. 

The Judges of the United States Su- 
preme Court have judicially declared that 
the power to make greenbacks a legal 
tender can only be exercised’ when a st- 
preme necessity makes its exercise un- 
avoidable and imperative. In the legal 
tender cases the Supreme Court went ex- 
haustively into the evidence showing the 
prostrate condition of the public finances 
in the early years of the war, the neces- 
sity of increased revenues, and the duty 
of the Government to utilize the public 
faith and credit. The decision declaring 
the legal tender quality of the greenbacks 
was more than a declaration of the powér 
of the Government. It was an assertion 
that the power had grown out of the 
duty of Congress and that the Legal Ten- 
der Act was no more an exercise of power 
than a performance of duty. 

But Congresses, financiers and courts 
have, it appears, all been mistaken, 
Young Mr. Eckels, Cleveland’s Comp- 
troller of the Currency, says that no ne- 
cessity ever existed for an issue of green- 
backs. The statesmen of the war period 
made a stupendous blunder. Mr. Eckels 
says they should have used gold as the 
basis of credit. In the years preceding the 
war, Mr. Eckels says, the banks were able 
to furnish gold when called upon. There 
are those living to-day, however, who re- 
member that “the banks in the years pre- 
ceding the war’’ were not able to redeem 
their own notes. Perhaps these are the 
persons best qualified to give Mr. Eckels 
an effective answer. An effective answer 
seems to be called for in view of the fact 
that Mr, Eckels only voices the demand 
of the money power to take away from 
Government not only the judicially de- 
clared power to issue money, but to limit 
its constitutional power to coin money, 
and to inaugurate another era of bank- 
note inflation. '

TOM DIXON, PARSON. 


The hedge-priest of Mediaeval days was 
a monk or clergyman who had been ex- 
pelled from the Church because he had 
disgraced his cloth by evil words or un- 
priestly conduct. He is represented to us 
“as a wandering blackguard, sponging for 
a living, and usually consorting with 
thieves and abandoned characters, In 
our day the legitimate descendant of the 
hedge-priest is the loud-mouthed preacher 
who prostitutes his calling to sensation- 
alism, deliberately teaching doctrine dia- 
metrically opposed to the gospel of Jesus, 
and relying for support upon congrega- 


tions whose members know no more of‘ 


the real gospel than they do of ante-di- 
luvian languages. 

Tom Dixon, Parson, of New York, is one 
ofethese ranters. He says: “If I should 
have $1,000,000 and the public should at- 
tempt to dictate to me how I should 
spend it, ZT would say, as did a certain 
member the Vanderbilt family, ‘The 
public be damned.’ ” 

Contrast this vile sentiment with the 
command of the one Mr. Dixon professes 
to follow and point others to: “If thou 
wouldst be perfect sell all that thou hast 
and give to the poor.” A simple state- 
ment of the two propositions is sufficient 
to show that the distance between Tom 


Dixon, Parson, and a real disciple of 
Jesus is the distance that separates the 
hedge-priest from the saintly”bishop de- 
scribed by Victor Hugo, who followed the 
teachings of Christ to the letter. 

Tom Dixon, Parson, was arrested a few 
years ago and fined for shooting a lot of 
robins, contrary tolaw. He is out of place 
in a pulpit supported by citizens of a re- 
public. His right place would have been 
among the hard drinking, hard riding 
and hard swearing parsons of eighteenth 
century England.

Grande was more serious than reported. 
The Consul is well known to the police there, 


yet when he was held up in a railway yard 
when returning from a visit to the United 
States Consul General here, his valise was 
ed, his dispatches from Washington in 
tate Department envelopes were opened, 
and the dispatches read by Spanish officers. 
Mr. Barker protested in vain. He de- 
manded an apology. For a long time this 
was refused, but finally the government 
here got wind of his intention to have a 
demand made upon Madrid by the State 
Department at Washington for full repara- 
tion for an insult to an American consul. 
If Washington refused to act Mr. Barker 
meant to resign and repert the case per- 
sonally to Congress. ; 
An apology from the Spanish authorities 
here came quickly. she explained that a 
mistake had been made by ignorant police, 
who had been degraded. Mr. Barker seems 
to have been satisfied, for he will make no 
further complaint. 


SPANIARDS REPULSED. 


They Lose 100 Men and Fifteen Boats 
Are Sunk. 


KEY WEST, Fla., Feb. 1—One of Wey-. 
ler’s river expeditions has been defeated. 
Hearing that the insurgents had fortified 
some heights near Paez, on the River 


Cuanao,; north of Cienfuegos, Weyler sent 
Col. Serves with 300 men in small boats 
to capture the place and destroy the forts, 
On rounding a sharp bend after proceeding’ 
up the river some twenty miles, a heavy 
musketry fire was opened on them, while 
a six-pound piece threw shot and sank 
several of the boats. The Spaniards leaped 
out of their boats, waded to land and 
charged the insurgents. The fight was a 
fierce one, in which the Spaniards were 
finally forced to retire. In all, fifteen boats 
were sunk; 100 men are killed and missing, 
and seventy-five more badly wounded.

MR. CANNON BACK FROM MANU- 
FACTURERS’ CONVENTION. 


LIGHT AHEAD FOR’ TRADE. 


The Philadelphia Gathering Did Much. 
That Will Benefit St. Louis 
Business Interests. 


Secretary Thomas Cannon of the Manu- 
facturers’ Association returnel Monday 
morning ¢rom Philadelphia, where he attend- 


Manufacturers’ Association. 

He is highly elated over the results achiev- 
ed at the convention, 

“I am more firmly convinced than ever,” 
he said, “that a National Manufacturers’ 
Association is absolutely necessary for the 
upbuilding and upholding of the export 
trade of the country, as necessary, in fact, 
as is a local manufacturers’ association for 
the protection of local trade, There eg 
more than 600 delegates at the conven 
yet there was no clashing, verything w 
done by committees, and the results were 
wonderful, considering that the session 
lasted only three days. 

“By far the most important work was 
that looking to the improvement of the ex- 
port trade of the United States. If the 
Plan mapped out succeeds, the markets 
of Mexico and Central and South America 
will be thrown open to our products. At the 
convention a Committee on the Improve- 
ment of the Merchants’ Marine rvice 
was appointed to secure legislation by Con- 
eroee for the benefit of this branch of the 
tr 

“The Government will be asked to grant 
American merchant steamship lines con- 
cessions which will enable them to com- 

ete with foreign steamers touching at Mex- 
can and South American. points 

‘We will ask that a differential be made 
in favor of American shippers. . At present 
the rates “are such that goods can be 
shipped from foreign obunttine to Mexico as 
cheaply, or more so, than they can’ be 
shipped from America. If the freight 
rates on foreign goods shipped to America 
on American steamers were raised, we 
could retaliate in a measure. 

“We will also ask that the Government 
carry the mails at‘its own expense on 
merchant steamers. If these concessions , 
are granted the éstablishment of a steam- 
ship line frém St. Louis to Mexico will be 
assured. The money is ready and the 
—T* could be built on very short no- 
tice 

“The convention put itself on record as 
favoring the creation of a new cabinet 
Stat con the incumbent to be known as 

ecretary of Manufactures and Com- 
merce. A memorial looking to this end 
will be placed before Congress. The ex- 
tending of a country’s trade and the protec- 
tion of its commerce abroad is an important 
affair of State, and it is time this should 
be officially recognized by the Government. 
We believe the new secretary should have 
the appointment of all foreign consuls. The 
consuls should be selected far their business 
ability rather than for their diplomatic or 
gt qualities. Many of the consuls the 

United States now has abroad are mere 
figufeheads. They give little or no atten- 
tion to extending our commerce. Many of 
them cannot s + English, and are in sym- 
pathy with the countries in which they 
serve rather than with the United States. 

“Tn more than one foreign city the same 
man is consul, both for this country and 
Great Britain. This is manifestly wrong. 
If the conéular service were improved as it 
should be the business of this country with 
nite countries would be increased 50 per 
cent. 

“An important railroad matter considered 
was the BOR GF a universal freight classi- 
fication. If this were brought about the 
classification made by all railroads would be 
the same. This would cause the elimination 
of much of the s0-called unjust discrimina- 
tion which is being so widely discussed at 
present. 

“At the convention I picked up enough 
valuable information about live trade issues 
to compensate a hundred fold for the ex- 
penses of the trip.”

ORIENTALS BEGIN A WEEK. OF 
MERRY MAKING. 


DECORATIONS ARE GORGEOUS. 


‘(Children of Confucius Exchange Calls 
and Serve Refreshments After 
the Manner of Christians. 


Chinatown ts celebrating the Chinese New 
Year festival to-day. The children of Con- 
fucius have laid aside the‘r business cares 
for the while and, attired in their “other 
clothes,” and with the proverbial bland 
gmile intensified by the advent of the joyous 
festival, have delivered themselves up to a 
geason of merrymaking, feasting and gen- 
eral rejoicing. 

The Chinese New Year is celebrated by 
the American Chinese colony much after 
the manner of the civilized white people, 
with the single exception that the China- 
man’s feast is prolonged throughout an en- 


tire week. 

Great preparations have been made by the 
Gelestials for the proper celebration of the 
feast, which is the most important one in 
the Chinese calendar, Business in all the 
restaurants, laundries and mercantile es- 
tablishments is entirely suspended, and in 
gost of these places no work will be done 
for the balance of the week. 

The interior of these shops have been 
@ecorated after the canons of Oriental art. 
The Chinese have a love for brilliant colors 
and designs, and the walls, ceilings and 
furnishings of their habitations are aflame 
with rich hangings and decorations in 
black, red and yellow. In some of the 
gnore pretentious of these places are to be 
found rather artistic designs, in which vari- 

lored tissue paper, bunting and peacock 
Soathers predominate. Huge lanterns of 
various shapes and designs depend from the 
eellings, and long red and yellow banners, 
Bearing dragons and other strange devices, 
cover the walls. 

In the Chinese quarters on lower Eighth 
etreet and in “Hop Alley” altars have been 
erected, tastefully and artistically deco- 
gated in the prevailing glaring yellow and 
ged. On each altar is the figure of a gro- 
tesque idol. A small glass vessel, con- 
taining peanut oil, swings from a bracket 
fn front of the altar, upon which a candle 
wick burns continually. Ranged about in 
front of these altars are earthen dishes 

ntaining tapers of a composition resem- 

ling incense, which smoulder constantly, 


‘gendering the air heavy with its peculiar 


‘pungent odor. A pecullarity about this 
cense is that the burned ashes of it is 
mever removed by the Chinese, but is left 
where it falls, to be scattered by the ele- 
ments or und beneath the foot into im- 
palpable dust in the course of time. 

In Jeu Mon’s house, in Hop Alley, there 
is a peculiarly constructed cabinet of wick- 
er work and tissue paper dependent from

Democrats want to know now how it was
